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Activities the Religion Program 


CTIVITIES many quarters are 

bad repute, and this for two reasons. 
They are associated with John Dewey’s 
pragmatism and instrumentalism and with 
progressive education. They are declared 
bound with the false tenets regarding 
truth and morality advanced these false 
philosophies. The second reason that they 
are identified with the educational sins 
perpetrated under the principle activity. 
Hence discussing activities the reli- 
gion program may seem, first glance, in- 
compatible, conflicting, and contradictory. 


Activity, Good Means 


cannot denied that activity essential 
John Dewey’s philosophy and progressive 
education. But activity not inextricably 
bound with the false tenets underlying 
these philosophies. Their erroneous beliefs are 
intrinsic the ends objectives they aim 
achieve; activity aspect the means. 
Their ends are treacherously false, but their 
means are pre-eminently correct. The tragedy 
that they are achieving their false ends 
because fundamentally sound means. 
Now these basically good means did not come 
into existence with John Dewey. 
and quoting Dr. Adler the Chicago 
University who not Catholic, “the proce- 
dures (that derive from the principle 
activity) are founded ancient insights about 
the order learning and teaching, insights 
which every Catholic educator must possess 
understands the nature man and 
human teaching, according the principles 
the field religious education the principle 
self-activity receives even greater emphasis. 
All our Catholic traditions, the traditions 
the liturgy, the traditions monasticism and

the religious orders, subscribe the principle 
learning doing for spiritual growth. 
Our Catholic asceticism makes the principle 
imperative. Scripture abounds 
demanding it. 


Dangers Activities 


the sins committed the name 
activities, the other reason for the apparent 
incongruity the topic this discussion, 
must admit that one familiar with 
modern education can deny their presence. 
But one familiar with current educational 
discussion can fail recognize also that they 
are being deprecated all quarters. John 
Dewey, several years ago, his. book 
Experience and Education absolved himself 
from them and severely reprimanded his 
followers for committing them. There are 
dangers associated with activities must 
admit; even the teaching religion 
can fall into them. Hence need 
our guard. 

cannot let the activities the religion 
program turn our classrooms into noisy thor- 
oughfares where the children are constantly 
and unrestrainedly moving and fro, where 
they are doing the things their own whims 
and caprices dictate and, result, are 
floundering futile, useless, and purposeless 
busy work, engaging activity merely for 
the sake activity. 

Nor can activities the religion program 
turn the classroom into playroom which 
they become mere interesting 
sure, but having intellectual coefficients 
and providing motivation for the will 
inspiration for the heart. 

The activities may not over- 
emphasized and overused that opportu- 
nities are offered for the quiet and repose 
necessary for reflection and prayer essential 
for spiritual growth. 

avoid falling into these sins and others 
prevalent the educational world today, 
activities for the religion program must 


chosen, planned, and organized carefully and 
the first place, understand where they 
belong the religion program. They must 
ends themselves. Using them 
results either play chaos. Activities must 
serve the general objective the religion 
program and the particular objectives the 
various units lessons. They are used 
achieve these ends. 


Fit the Means the End 


Hence the first step determining 
choosing planning activities, they are 
have educational value for the teaching 
about the general aim the religion pro- 
gram. Pope Pius his frequently quoted 
encyclical Christian Education makes this 
aim unmistakable. terms the super- 
natural man, the perfect Christian. 
the likeness Christ. 

the teaching religion help the 
child achieve this likeness Christ, cannot 
merely process instruction, but one 
formation. cannot limited merely 
the presentation, amplification, and explana- 
tion truths which the children are absorb 
means restricted pummeling answers 
the catechisms into children’s heads and into 
their memories through rigid drill. The spir- 
itual formation man, all spiritual writings 
show and our own experiences with spir- 
itual exercise (note the word spiritual exer- 
cises) evince, process the most intense, 
concentrated, and energetic self-activity. All 
the faculties the soul must inflamed 
with enthusiasm for spiritual growth, and 
all must active united enterprise. The 
product this co-operative activity must 
understandings rooted convictions, attitudes, 
and appreciations that will move the will. 
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The Catechism Essential 


How this activity stimulated and 
sustained? What means are our disposal and 
how are they used? Basic the religion 
curriculum most dioceses the catechism. 
And right that should so. 
contains summary all the truths the 
Church aims teach the program 
Christian formation. essential ref- 
erence book for the teacher, safeguarding 
her against the hazard overemphasizing 
certain doctrines the neglect omission 
others. provides the child with 
accurate and unmistakable statement the 
saving truths Christianity. 

But the catechism not only 
compendium theology, summary truths 
learned, but also means toward 
supernatural life lived, these truths must 
made desirable. They must attract the 
affections and move the will. They cannot 
mere knowledge knowable itself, even 
though rich and profound; they cannot 
dead, inert knowledge, incapable being 
translated into action. They cannot just 
catechism answers. They must driving 
forces, vital principles life, truths that 
one must live. All have had contacts 
with children for whom the truths the 
catechism were just catechism answers. They 
knew their catechism perfectly and perhaps 
carried off prizes the examinations 
Christian doctrine; but they were not the 
most distinguished among the pupils for their 
Christian conduct. 

acquire such knowledge the truths 
our religion that will influence action, the 
knowledge presented the catechism must 
charged with dynamism; must 
energized that will the illumination for 
the mind, the affection for the heart, and 
the inspiration for the will. And only after 
has thus vitalized should 
memorized. 


There Other Essentials 


make the truths the catechism vital 
forces our lives several factors are essen- 
The catechism, while basic and 
indispensable, cannot the only source 
the truths our religion. must bring into 
our classrooms Him who gave these truths. 
must present the life and works and 
character Jesus, wherein these doctrines are 
incarnated. must captivate the child’s 
mind, imagination, emotions, sensitivity, and 
will through the vivid and appealing story 
God earth told Scripture, Bible 
stories, pictures, poetry, song. 
must enlist the imagination the child 
make the past events and distant scenes 
this story actually present his mind, 
transport him centuries back and enable him 
become both spectator and partic- 
ipant the events associated with Christ’s 
life. must help him exercise his intellect 
discover and understand, far they can 
understood, the truths our faith revealed 
Christ’s own words and disclosed His 
life. must enlist the emotions that the 
child can relish these truths interiorly, can 
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grasp them emotionally, well mentally, 
and thus transform them into values that 
will move the will action. move the 
will must appeal the mind and the heart, 
but, unless the will reached, religion will 
become identical with sentiment and feeling. 
The child’s sensory faculties must educed, 
but only motivate the will love God 
and the things God and always choose 
favor God rather than self creatures 
that sanctity, the aim the teaching 
religion. 


The Liturgy Efficient Means 


Another means our disposal whereby the 
truths our faith can charged with the 
dynamism that will make them vital principles 
action the liturgy the Church. The 
Church illuminates the truths our faith 
with vivifying splendor through her imagery, 
her music, her art, her hymns, antiphons, 
ritual, through every aspect her life. The 
late Holy Father Pius says the liturgy: 

The annual celebrations 
mysteries are far more efficacious for instruct- 
ing the people matters faith and thereby 
leading them the inner joys life than 
any, even the most weighty pronouncements 
the teaching Church. For the latter reach 
mainly the few more erudite men, while the 
former attain and teach all the faithful; the 
latter speak, say, once, the former daily 
and continuously; the latter have salutary 
effect chiefly the mind and soul, i.e., 
the entire man. Indeed, since man con- 
stituted soul and body, must

dogmas our faith, are providing the 
child with means that will enrich these truths 
not merely for the time under our 
guidance; but are introducing him 
channel through which will continue 
appreciate, increasingly, the richness and 
vitality his faith, the principles which 
will pervade every action his life. 


The Teacher’s Personality 


Indispensable for vitalizing the truths 
our faith the dynamism the teacher her- 
self. Her own mind, and will, and heart must 
attuned the spirit Christianity. She 
must know the truth she teaches, but she 
must have love and enthusiasm for it. 
Her life must make concrete, radiating 
vivifying splendor around it. Children not 
fail catch the radiance, evident the 
case Mary Jane the primary grades and 
Tony the sixth grade. 

Mary Jane while the kindergarten brought 


home glowing accounts her teacher. 


could play the piano, she could dance, she 
could sing, she could draw. She could 
just everything. When Mary Jane passed into 
the first grade, her reports about her first- 
grade teacher were fewer and less obtrusive. 
This reticence prompted her mother ask, 
“Mary Jane, don’t you like your first-grade 
teacher well you did your kindergarten 
teacher? You never talk about her.” As- 
tonished, the child interrupted, Mother, 
do.” And then, reflectively, the little one 
added, like her different way. love 
her. She near God. Mother, want 
like her. praying Jesus that 
will make like her.” 

Tony, little Italian boy, was standing 
before statue the Sacred Heart, newly 
donated the school. lover the beauti- 
ful, stood there wide-eyed deepest 
admiration. After little while teacher who 
had watched distance stepped him 
and asked, “Tony, you love beautiful things, 
don’t you?” “Yes, Sister, do,” was the 
ready reply. “But, you love Sister Helen, 
your teacher; she not beautiful.” Amazed 
and perplexed Tony gasped, 
beautiful me. She makes think 
God’s beauty.” And this from the mouths 
little ones. 

The teacher, too, important eliciting 
and guiding the self-activity the child dis- 
cussed previously spiritual 
growth. Her role both negative and positive. 
She must refrain from interferring with this 
self-activity through overtutelage, too much 
teaching, too much presentation. She may not 
occupy the center the classroom stage. She 
must the back stageman providing oppor-

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tunities through which children can discover 
things for themselves. She must, use Froe- 
bel’s familiar statement, following 
(only guarding and protecting), 
scriptive, categorical, She must 
neither drill master nor dictator the 
truths our religion, but guide, counselor, 
and adviser, educing and directing the self- 
activity the child his own acquisition 
them. 

Thus far have discussed the need for self- 
activity religious formation, the content 
liturgy, Scripture, Bible stories, art, music, 
poetry our Catholic heritage all its rich- 
ness and variety. have considered the role 
the teacher guiding and directing the 
child the process. 


Efficient Activities 


should like now share with you actual 
classroom situations, most which have come 
under personal observation. shall present 
three types activities: those through which 
the children can helped acquire dy- 
namic knowledge the truths the 
catechism the operation all their powers 
body and soul, others through which they 
can helped make applications these 
truths their everyday life, and, finally, 
those through which they can learn par- 
ticipate the liturgy the Church. 

Some time ago was present kinder- 
garten when the teacher was telling the 
children story about Jesus. The artistry 
with which she told and the interesting 
details our Lord’s life she had chosen 
captivated their imaginations, focused their 
attention the teacher and kept riveted 
there, held them motionless, and, judging 
from the sparkle their eyes and the expres- 
sions their faces, their emotions were 
stirred into intense activity. Unable con- 
tain himself, one little boy with longing 
look his eyes broke the spell piping 
out wistful voice, “Sister, was you living 
when Jesus lived this earth?” Artist 
she is, Sister stilled his wistfulness this 
way. After assuring the children that the 
same Jesus about whom she was telling them 
still lives this earth, she took the whole 
class His home, the church, for little 
chat with Him. What setting for learning 
the dogma the real presence the Holy 
Eucharist. Although they could not define 
the words the catechism, these kinder- 
garteners grasped it, not only with their minds, 
but with their hearts also. 

first-grade room the opening 
school the children were drawing their own 
photographs. questioning them what 
they were doing, the visitor was informed 
that the close the day they had 
succeeded being obedient all Sister’s 
directions, they would permitted draw 
near Jesus. And this how they were 
going it. bulletin board the rear 
the room Sister had posted large picture 
Jesus blessing little ones, leaving space 


The Man (New York:

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around for the children’s pictures. the 
close the day each obedient child placed 
himself the space provided, drawing closer 
each day persevered obeying. Through 
their own exercise imagination, senses, 
emotions, intellect, and will the children were 
discovering and experiencing the meaning 
the truth that virtuous living draws closer 
and closer God. 

During their study unit “God’s 
gifts love,” the children another first 
grade were discussing pictures the bulletin 
board suggestive various concepts the 
unit; they drew pictures mother, father, 
brothers, and sisters, birds, flowers, the 
sun, moon, and stars, etc., labeling them 
manuscript writing with the words “With 
love from God.” few children were writing 
tags with these same words, “With love from 
God,” and attaching them plants, flowers, 
fish, and other objects the room. One child 
fastened tag Sister’s sleeve. The follow- 
ing verse was composed the class, printed 
large paper, and posted: 


The birds sing, 
“With love from God” 
The flowers sing, 
“With love from God” 
The moon and stars 
Can’t wait say, 
“We come 
With love from God.” 


The children committed the verse 
memory and presented choral speaking. 
Individual children carried solo lines, and the 
whole class came the refrain, “With 
love from God.” 

Certainly this class the whole child was 
active knowing and loving God our 
Father, generously lavishing His gifts upon 
us. 

the close their study the first phase 
second grade unit: “God— Source 
all Law,” the children presented shadow

show several scenes. the first scene, the 
Star Scene, several children flashed stars, 
which they had cut out paper, the 
screen, impersonating the stars, they did 
so, words such these: 


here because God wants here. 

sparkle and twinkle just the way God wants 
to. 

See twinkle. show how good God is. 

I’m wee little star because I’m far away, but 
God wants here.” 


Following each impersonation the rest 
the class front the screen sang, “Twinkle, 
twinkle, little star, etc.” this the children 
behind the screen responded their own 
words set the same melody: 


are God’s little ones, 

Sparkling that His will done. 
Twinkling all the dark night through, 
have God’s dear will do. 
Twinkle, twinkle little one, 

Twinkle that His will done. 


Scene revealed animals obeying God’s 
law manner similar that Scene 
Scene III showed the children, represented 
cutouts they had made themselves, obeying 
God. Such scenes going the store for 
Mother, going church Sunday were 
presented. 

this same grade, while the unit was 
progress, the children were learning from 
memory answers the questions the 
catechism. soon one the truths had 
become vitalized through various activities, 
such described above, besides 
dramatizations, drawings many kinds, clay 
modelings, movies, etc., each child wrote the 
question and answer card, the question 
one side and the answer the other. 
They used these cards drill themselves 
the doctrinal matter preparation for 
some form Professor Quiz for some 
other form review which held 
periodically. 

This how another teacher set her class- 
room stage for the study God and His 
perfections. large bulletin board the 
front the room had posted various 
pictures beautiful garden, the star- 
lit heavens, inventors various ages, 
pictures the atomic bomb operation, 
little pictures that portrayed beauty, 
power, wisdom, and other attributes. Above 
them was the caption All Creatures Tell 
About God. Below, the question was printed, 
“Can you tell just what each these creatures 
tells about God?” the teacher’s desk was 
beautiful bouquet flowers. Around the room 
were other pictures, enough for each member 
the class. The children spent the first period 
their study this unit discussing how and 
what can know about God through the 
things has made represented the 
pictures the room, how reflected 
some way everything. Before the class 
closed they decided see how many traces 
God they could find the creatures they 
met their way home from school that 
noon, and pool their findings co- 
operative verse during the next religion period. 
This the outcome their endeavor. 
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How beautiful God must be! 
The golden sun 
The flowers 
The grass 
The green trees 
The birds that fly around. 
How powerful God must be! 
The light the sun 
The wind 
The air that helps live 
The tiny atom. 
How wise God must be! 
Every man, woman, and child 
The saints who teach how live 
The way ears and eyes are made. 
How kind and good God must be! 
mother and dad 
friends 
The Priests and Sisters 
The mother animals who care for their babies 
Holy Communion. 


This little activity excellent illustration 
how help the children build attitude. 
They were directed getting started the 
habit seeing God all things. Another 
attitude they were beginning acquire was 
praising God. soon Sister had evidence 
that the study the perfections God was 
stimulating love for Him, she asked the 
children whether they wouldn’t like tell God 
how wonderful is. They discussed simple 
ways doing this and learned that thus they 
were praising Him. Then she told them about 
the three boys the fiery furnace who were 
not satisfied praise God themselves but 
called everything they could think 
praise Him and then read the “Benedicite” 
and other canticles, among them St. Francis’ 
Canticle the Sun. Following this they wrote 
their own Canticle. Several other interesting 
activities were pursued during the study 
this unit, but space does not permit 
describe them. However, there one more 
that must mention. Toward the close the 
unit the children drew report card for 
God. This how read

copied the following excerpts from book- 
lets the children fifth grade had made 
baptism. The booklets had attractive covers 
which the children had designed original 
symbols suggesting basic concepts baptism. 
each booklet the child had picture 
himself baby, picture the church 
which was baptized, picture his 
patron saint. Some children included pictures 
their godparents. All wrote the follow- 
ing topics: Natural Birthday, 
Supernatural Birthday, Growth the 
Supernatural Life, Godparents, Patron 
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Saint, and, finally, Prayer Gratitude 
God for the Great Gifts That Have Come 
Through Baptism. 

The excerpts made from these booklets 
are sample dynamic knowledge, knowl- 
edge that the child grasps not only with his 
mind but with his heart also. 


Supernatural Birthday 

The Sunday after was home from the hos- 
pital something wonderful happened. was bap- 
tized. was made child God. When went 
into the church, soul was like dark room. 
After was baptized and when went out 
the church soul was brighter and more beauti- 
ful than the morning sun. had share God’s 
own life. was His child. God and all the saints 
heaven were happy that day. 


Supernatural Growth 

When was baptized the priest put white 
dress and said, “Receive this white dress 
and appear before the judgment seat God 
without spot.” Sanctifying grace our souls. 
like mustard seed which needs sun, 
moisture, and food. Sun prayer, moisture 
sacrifice and good works, and food Holy Com- 
munion. feed our supernatural life these 
vitamins, can’t help grow and add our 
glory heaven. going see that won’t 
grown supernatural man. 

have seen other interesting and educative 
activities: meditations, discussions all kinds, 
class discussions, panels, and symposiums, but 
space will not permit dwell them 
further. Lest the activities have described 
should seem isolated and haphazard, should 
like add that they are parts organized 
unit planned and determined definite set 
objectives terms understandings, ap-

out and formulated advance. 


Precepts Put Into Practice 


Having touched upon few the many 
possible activities: manual, vocal, dramatic, 
constructive, and musical, that have proved 
effective make the catechism answers 
living dynamic thing the heart the child, 
should like now refer another type 
activity for which the religion teacher must 
make provisions. The child must helped 
recognize situations which the truths 
has learned function: must learn when 
practice them and how practice them. 
This was done admirably second-grade 
teacher. Following religion class which 
the children discussed and dramatized Christ’s 
kindness and helpfulness others, and re- 
solved kind themselves, Sister divided 
the class into groups collect from books 
she had provided pictures and stories showing 
our Lord helping others. Within very short 
time one little girl gathered three fourths 
the books, leaving several children without 
any. She piled them and, with her arms 
rigidly stretched around them and her chin 
pressed down them from above, she guarded 
them from the searching eyes and grasping 
hands her less fleet companions. The vigi- 
lant teacher looked distance for 
while and then stepped the group, re- 
minded the child Jesus’ helpfulness, and 
explained how she could helpful was 
sharing her books with those who had 
none. The little one released her chin, relaxed 
her arms, withdrew them, and invited the 
children help themselves. 

Such guidance not possible classroom 
which children are anchored their desks 
all day long and isolated from their class- 
mates discipline that puts premium 
silence (except when answering the teacher’s 
questions) and absorption one’s own task. 
The little girl whom described certainly was 
absorbed her own task without thought 
anybody else. are help children 
practice the Christian social virtues, must 
provide situations which they can plan to- 
gether, share their experiences, and work to- 
gether through which they can 
learn want what they ought do, 
know when what they ought do, 
and know how what they ought do. 


Participating the Mass 


There third type activity, extra- 
ordinarily powerful achieve the objective for 
the teaching religion: growth the Christ 
life, namely active participation the liturgy. 
Previously, discussed the liturgy means 
energizing the truths contained the 
catechism. Here should like speak about 
ways helping children take part it. 
The power the liturgy help grow 
the likeness Christ lies the very nature 
the liturgy itself. intimately united 
with the life Christ; the very source 
that life and has the means for 
its growth. The late Dom Virgil Michel indi- 
cates this the following:

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This then the sublime function the 
liturgy the Church: assimilate into 
Christ, make partakers the Christ 
life, the eternal life 

Pope Pius makes similar statement: 

The foremost and indispensable fount 
the true Christian spirit the active participa- 
tion the most holy mysteries and the 
public and solemn prayer the Church.® 

all know that the Mass central the 
liturgy; the supreme act which 
can worship God adequately. the re- 
enactment the sacrifice Calvary and 
such makes available the graces the 
Redemption. important that help our 
children learn participate the Mass 
fully possible. this they must under- 
stand what essential the Mass.

Speech League 


the high schools the St. Louis area 
these ideas have, consciously 
sciously, resulted the birth the Catholic 
Interscholastic Speech League. Originally 
purely debating league, the beginning 
World War the organization was consider- 
ing disbanding for the duration. Instead, the 
broad-visioned coaches then representing the 
various schools decided rather expand 
activities. 

Five forms speech were added allow 
students new opportunities for speech de- 
velopment; these were serious interpretation, 
original oratory, 
nonoriginal oratory, and extemporaneous

speaking. Last year radio speaking was added. 
The two forms interpretation require the 
presentation characterization drama- 
tization either prose poetry. The two 
forms oratory are self-explanatory. 
extemporaneous speaking the student would 
draw three specific topics from large number 
dealing with the general subjects selected for 
the year and would choose one these; 
would then allowed one half hour prep- 
aration before presenting his talk. Radio 
speaking calls for piece written the 
microphone. 

Three general speech tournaments are held 
each year—in December, February, and 
March. The director the tournament ar- 
ranges the students entered into groups 
about six contestants each. there are three 
rounds competition during meet, the 
director must try give each contestant 
much variety competition possible. 
program showing all these groupings given 
each contestant and judge the beginning 
the meet. The six students who rate highest 
each event participate final round 
determine the winner. 

The first such tournament attracted con- 
testants. enthusiastic was the reception 
given the new opportunities speech 
competition that within less than three years 
total 179 boys and girls participated 
the most recent tournament McBride High 
School, with about 250 other students present 
attend the contests. The League now 
numbers twenty schools located near St. 
Louis. 


How the League Works 
The constitutions outline point system 
according which the points earned are 
cumulative during the course season. 


twenty students are entered event, say 
radio speaking, the winner awarded 
points, the student taking second place 
receives points, and on, down the line. 
that interest may maintained through 
the last tournament, each meet 
higher than the one before it. This achieved 
multiplying the scores earned the first 
tournament the index figure those 
the second tournament “2,” and the scores 
the third tournament According 
this method, contestant may more readily 
overtake student who may have achieved 
early lead. 

Each school permitted enter two stu- 
dents each event, and student may 
enter more than one event. Thus, team for 
particular meet may consist students. 
Debating has schedule entirely its own; 
students entered other speech events may 
debaters. 

individual tournaments, those placing 
first, second, third receive ribbon bear- 
ing the name the event together with the 
designation the place won. Other finalists 
receive similar ribbon bearing the word 
Different colored ribbons are used 
represent different events. the end the 
season special award medals are given the 
five highest ranking students each event. 
addition trophies are offered school awards. 
All points earned the contestants 
particular school are totaled for the following 
paired events: the two forms oratory, the 
two forms interpretation, and radio and 
extemporaneous speaking. The school having 
the highest total each these three de- 
partments receives the first-place trophy. Be- 
cause the large number schools com- 
peting, last year second-place trophy was 
added. 
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Opportunities Equalized 


This system permits the smaller schools 
select one the other department and then 
concentrate that department equal 
terms with larger schools that may spread- 
ing their efforts all activities. 

Member schools are required pay fees 
follows: general membership, one dollar; for 
participation the six divisions general 
speech, one dollar for each division; for par- 
ticipation debating, two dollars. Formerly, 
because the meager resources the 
treasury, schools that won trophies had 
pay two thirds the cost. More recently, 
Right Reverened Monsignor Bernard 
Brinkman, pastor the new cathedral 
St. Louis, gave great encouragement the 
whole endeavor contributing one hundred 
dollars for the purchase awards; has 
offered repeat the generous contribution 
during the present year. 


Strictly Catholic

The Officers 


Originally three officers directed the activ- 
ities the organization, but more recently 
fourth was added. The president the 
chairman all meetings and has the duty 
general supervision all organizational 
matters. The vice-president charged with 
the responsibility conducting the tourna- 
ments. The duties secretary and treasurer 
were formerly combined, but because the 
phenomenal growth the organization, was 
found advisable have the duties normally 
associated with these two offices performed 
different persons. 

Early the school year the first meeting 
the coaches called. that time the new 
officers are elected. One significant rule 
that which limits the incumbency the 
president one year. Other meetings may 
called the president need arises. The 
officers constitute the executive committee, 
which has the task handling all problems 
not foreseen the constitutions the 
meetings the coaches. 

the running the organization dif- 
ficulties have presented themselves, but these 
difficulties way are denial the essen- 
tial value and high purposes the League. 
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Those who have devoted considerable 
time this work feel that our labors have 
been essentially very worth while, that are 
preparing the students make valuable use 
whatever they may have learned word and 
example the-regular course the curricu- 
lum. are preparing them make their 
Catholic religion have social significance 
rather than merely personal import. 


Courses Speech 


interesting side product the League 
has been the addition speech courses 
the curriculum several the member 
schools. the League has done nothing else, 
the elimination this blind spot the cur- 
riculum many Catholic schools would 
constitute noteworthy achievement. 

Our League has proved excellent means 
help break down racial prejudice. Two 
colored high schools St. Louis 
vited share membership. happened 
that colored boy won the nonoriginal ora- 
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tory contest our second tournament last 
year. the announcement results, the 
spontaneous ovation given that lad the 
essembled contestants and audience was 
positive assurance that racial prejudice has 
little place the minds the more intelli- 
gent Catholic students, such students 
naturally participate contests this kind. 

are make impact the thought 
our times, must train those our 
students possessing the qualities leadership 
bold, unashamed, and effective expression 
their philosophy life that they may 
exert beneficent influence the groups 
organizations which they claim member- 
ship. this way shall expending that 
last two four per cent energy that will 
help make the rest our educational work 
spell success. Only attention speech can 
produce student who will have im- 
measurably greater chances making that 
education enhanced value himself, 
his country, and his faith. 


Simplifying The Rural Curriculum 


COUNTRY teachers can surpris- 

ingly inconsistent some- 
times. our feverish effort sure that 
our schools are par, we, not infrequently, 
expend great deal time and energy rather 
unwisely. Perhaps our most incongruous en- 
deavor along this line the way handle 
our problem sevéral grades teacher. 
Often refuse recognize the fact that 
methods under such circumstances must 
necessity differ from those schools having 
only one two grades room. country 
teachers have the custom rushing our 
pupils through myriad classes every day. 
try our level best just much 
with each our four individual grades 
our city cousin does with her one two. 
Obviously ‘cannot done well. But then, 
why should eager follow urban 
methods anyway? Why not adopt technique 
and procedure that fits our own particular 
set up. don’t need apologize for our 
little country schools. The rural school 
truly American institution and should 
proud it. was rural schools that 
most our great leaders the past began 
their education. have advantages that 
city schools may well envy. Why not capitalize 
our assets and adjust our teaching methods 
accordingly? 


Our Marathon Race 


begin the morning after Mass with 
religion. Then take the fifth-grade arithme-

tic class. necessity the period must short, 
but undaunted rush our pupils through 
their paces, trying feverishly crowd 
much the year’s outline work possible 
into their little portion time. Then re- 
peat the same performance for the sixth grade, 
and for the seventh grade, and finally for 
the eighth grade. the end that time, 
find ourselves bit weary from the long 
arithmetic session, and probably 
gratified with the results the morning thus 
far. These short, hurried classes are always 
vaguely unsatisfying. may feel rather dis- 
couraged about it, considering all the effort 
have put into it. But don’t have time 
feel sorry for ourselves because must 
hurry right on. dare not waste minute. 
don’t keep one eye the clock, prob- 
ably, shall forced drop one the 
other our classes. And that really 
predicament, for making class requires 
genuine dexterity. takes plenty mental 
and physical agility get the regular ones 
in. These little short periods class are in- 
deed the nightmare the rural teacher. 
But time for English now, and there 
another session highly concentrated 
teaching for the fifth grade, and the sixth 
grade, and the seventh grade, and the eighth 
grade. Now comes reading. Possibly there are 
even more than four classes here remedial 
work necessary. Next there are four 
separate classes spelling. between some- 
where stop give out penny milk, then 
racing again with geography and civics 
and history classes; with health first aid 
accident prevention; with art and agriculture; 
with music including choir work, Gregorian 


chant, and regular school music; with Cath- 
olic Messenger period and current events; and 
with the extra odds and ends that are forever 
coming harass the teacher. 

Long before are ready for it, the end 
the school day swoops down upon us. 
are tired death, tense, and bit edge, 
but proceed supervise the sweeping 
the classrooms and the halls, and see 
that the blackboards are cleaned and the 
erasers dusted for use the next day. the 
same time, try give little extra help 
some the poorer pupils practice with 
the servers. 

soon the last noisy youngster has 
gone down the stairs and slammed the door, 
attack our mountain preparation for 
tomorrow’s classes. Seldom feel that 
our teaching adequate, yet wonder how 
can improved. And then, since are 
not only teachers but religious well, our 
rules set aside about three hours 
the day privileged time spent with 
Christ prayer. rising five the 
morning, are able perform some our 
religious exercises before the stress and 
turmoil the day. But there are prayers 
said the end the day, too. After 
day like this, besides being exhausted, one’s 
mind apt continue going the little 
circle reading, writing, and 
Then there church work and all the little 
time-consuming jobs administration. When 
comes time retire night, feel that 
the clocks our locality definitely run about 
twenty minutes the hour—and they 
even faster during the night! 

any wonder that many teachers dread 
being sent work the small rural school? 
They are afraid the high tension program 
that they will forced follow. pity 
that much the pleasure that our work 
could bring satisfaction that would 
make for better .teaching and learning 
should swallowed and lost the 
clutches too crowded program. 


Fewer Presentations 


Some adjustment definitely should made 
favor the schools with number 
grades room, and such adaptation is, 
probably, not far afield one might think. 
One simple remedy would have fewer 
what might done the lower grades, but 
know from own experience and that 
others, that much fewer than the usual 
number presentations are possible the 
upper grades. possible cut down the 
number classes during the day nearly 
half, and that tremendous saving both 
school time and teacher preparation. 

When say that fewer presentations are 
possible, mean that grades five eight 
could united and taught one class 
instead four subjects such geography, 
history, health, music, religion, and art. 


order simplify the curriculum 


arithmetic, English, and spelling, the sev- 
enth and eighth grades could taught 
one class, alternating the subject matter from 
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year year. Although fifth- and sixth-grade 
spelling could combined easily, probably 
would advisable keep their English 
and arithmetic separate classes. have 
been told those who have tried it, that 
arithmetic can combined these grades, 
since the decimals required sixth-grade are 
not difficult fifth-grade fractions. Never- 
theless, judging from own experience, 
inclined think that would easier 
for both the pupils and the teacher treat 
these two classes individually. 

Perhaps some may wonder how would 
possible unite the four upper grades 
successfully into one group, and doubt 
all kinds objections such idea present 
themselves. The fact the matter that not 
only possible for the upper grades 
handled this way, but, many know, 
definite step that direction has been put 
into operation the Milwaukee Archdiocese. 
After some the schools had given this one- 
presentation plan two-year trial geo- 
graphy, was introduced into all the rural 
schools the archdiocese last year. Toward 
spring, meetings were held various localities 
for the purpose obtaining comments, sug- 
gestions, and other teacher reactions. The 
general concensus opinion among the rural 
teachers that this procedure very satis- 
factory and one altogether harmony with 
our needs. 

The teachers’ comments 
Here what some them have said 
about it: 

“The joys one-presentation and not 
the burdensome feeling haven’t taken 


history with this group yet and the afternoon 


far spent’ grand and glorious feeling.” 

have enjoyed teaching geography this 
way. aroused the interest the entire 
group regardless grade level.” 

every respect both the teacher and the 
pupils combine grades five eight into 
one class for geography the rural schools. 
The labor, time, energy, and strain thus saved 
the teacher means small item.” 

especially like the last sentence this 
comment: “The labor, time, energy, and 
strain thus saved the teacher means 
small item.” seems that, since 
are short religious teachers for our 
economize those have. 

the last comment the high points 
the one-presentation plan are summed 
very neatly: 

most enjoyable teach geography 
according centers interest. spite 
the differences age, there are many favor- 
able points for this method procedure: 

gives the pupils more time for self- 
expression. 

allows the teacher more time 
assist the pupils their study. 

More time for preparation the part 
the teacher brings about greater enrich- 
ment for herself well for her pupils. 

More drill for the younger pupils gives 
greater assurance the older ones. 
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allows further research for the more 
advanced students.” 

Such testimonies make one feel that this 
indeed the right road follow, and they 
serve encouragement extend our 
efforts along this line. 

Perhaps brief explanation just how the 
one-presentation plan carried out the 
field geography the Milwaukee Arch- 
diocese would place here, since many 
the details would applicable other 
courses. 


Combining Geography Classes 


Geography was chosen for this experiment 
because there had been much dissatisfaction 
the teaching this subject particularly. 
This was due both the great amount 
material covered, and the fact that, 
following the regular outline, many iden- 
tical units were taught separately the sev- 
enth and eighth grades and the fifth and 
sixth grades. For instance, according the 
former outline, Europe was taught the 
fifth and sixth grades during the first semester 
and the seventh and eighth grades during 
the second. was decided therefore unite 
grades five eight that all would 
studying the same matter the same time. 
The entire work taught geography 
was then divided into four major units, one 
which would covered each year four 
successive years. this way each grade 
would through the cycle once during its 
stay the upper grade room. 

Each child has the textbook for his own 
grade, hence each grade reading its own 
level comprehension. The children are 
given study guide sheets consisting about 
twenty for one class 
period which they work out together under 
the supervision the teacher. The answers 
for some the questions are found one 
text, others the other text. But, since the 
pages are indicated, great difficulty 
experienced finding the material sought. 
This procedure has the advantage allowing 
each grade contribute its own partic- 
ular level. also makes allowance for individ- 
ual differences. Sometimes the grades pool 
their books, and working together have 
fine chance compare the material both 
texts the topic under discussion. This gives 
them the feeling covering the subject 
pretty thoroughly. Twenty such lessons are 
worked out during six weeks’ period. After 
every six seven lessons test given 
the material discussed thus far. These 
tests form fine condensed review the basic 
essentials each unit and are great help 
preparing for semester examinations. Since 
the study guides and tests come all prepared 
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for each pupil, the teacher’s preparation 
tremendously facilitated, and the geography 
period becomes one the happiest periods 
the day. 

One the most prized advantages the 
one-presentation plan the luxury longer 
class time. The tension short periods 
crowded content relieved, and relaxing the 
tension makes for greater pleasure and more 
ease assimilating the lessons. Since more 
time can given the class, more thor- 
oughness both presentation the teacher 
and mastery the pupils assured. Then 
the rural children also have the advantage 
working all one group. This special 
value single grades with few pupils. 
makes possible contests, races, and other forms 
activity which the whole room can 
participate advantage. Then, too, while the 
principle repetition aid for learning 
still holds, nevertheless, sometimes com- 
pletely new unit has its advantages. Staying 
the same room for four years and hear- 
ing thing over and over tends kill motiva- 
tion some subjects. Something new and 
fresh can elicit greater attention and interest. 

The lower grades are given fair chance 
regarding tests. Although all the pupils 
the room take the same test, the fifth and 
sixth grades are not expected master and 
retain much the material covered 
the upper grades. They are marked the 
basis the number right over the number 
attempted which evens things for them. 

order that this plan may not lower the 
standard the whole room fifth-grade 
level, definite enrichment requirements for the 
upper grades are expected. least per cent 
their marks are based the enrichment 
program specified for them. This consists 
activities selected the basis the concepts 
studied the entire class. For this reason, 
the rural geography has been arranged with 
list activities running parallel the 
content material. 


The Sunrise 


This, briefly, how the individual grades 
are handled the present rural geography 
outline the Archdiocese Milwaukee. 
solve some the rural school problems, 
least beginning and gives promise 
better things come. When the urge and 
drive and tension are taken out teaching 
subject matter, the time will present itself 
for those chance remarks and activities that 
will help our rural children think aright 
about their high privilege living the 
land. The teacher will not then feel that 
few minutes spontaneous reaction the 
right sort taken from the rigid program 
ten minutes for this and ten minutes 
for that. 

There doubt about it; adjustments 
are made allow fewer presentations the 
schools with several grades the room, rural 
teachers will able give better and longer 
service the community, and the little 
country school will happier and more 
livable place than has been.

Patrick’s Day) order that the child will 
desire imitate Papa and Mama love for 
Jesus the Blessed Sacrament.” 
The pedagogical value the early date for 
First Holy Communion evident all those 
who, preparing teachers, had learn 
the rules habit formation. Usually children 
receive their First Holy Communion near the 
end May. the same time, these little 
children are urged receive Holy Com- 
munion frequently. Before the habit can 
formed, vacation upon them. For the pur- 
pose habit formation, best, Sister 
Delores, O.S.B., recommends, that the children 
receive their First Holy Communion the 
fall the year. For those who prefer the 
spring, however, there better chance 
developing the habit frequent Communion 
having First Holy Communion March, 
than shortly before the end the school 
term. 


First Things First 


Instead having the parents told the 
pastor the Sisters what the children should 
wear, the parents were permitted exercise 
that prerogative themselves. was readily 
assumed that the sacramental grace matri- 
mony would guide the parents avoiding 
even Manichean immodesty. The month 
March, with its Feast St. Joseph, helped 
bring home the pastor still more 
practical conclusion. St. Joseph brought 
Mary and Jesus the temple, why shouldn’t 
the parents bring their children Com- 
munion? Why preach the parents about 
their duty giving example receiving 
Holy Communion they are not given the 
opportunity receive with the child the 
big day? 

Some years ago Sister charge Con- 
firmation class complained, “Oh, Father, you 
have rehearse these children over and over 
again.” 

“Very well, Sister, will take charge. There 
will only one rehearsal.” 

The children did creditably. the children 
know there only one rehearsal, they 
will pay strict attention. Naturally, children 
will prolong rehearsals since they appeal more 
than instruction. Couple this with the exces- 
sive emphasis that sometimes put the 
clothes that the children are wear, and the 
result “clothes parade” consciousness 
the part the child, comparable that 
mannequin fashion show. 

Parents crowd the church the occasion 
First Holy Communion, weep emotional 
tears joy, and are carried away “how 
nice the child looked the procession.” 

But, the parents brought their children 


Communion, would not this discourage both 
child and parents from becoming “clothes 
parade” conscious and also give the Sisters 
more time for the instruction itself? 


Teaching the Parents

kids!” That’s what grown- 
ups call them, now that we’re safely 
removed from the puzzling perplexities our 
own youth. chuckle over the trials and 
tribulations youngsters. Compared with our 
own great enigmas soul (and what man 
doesn’t consider his own cross the heaviest?), 
pass over the problems young people 
with patronizing indifference. foolishly 
neglect proportion their hurts 
ships their immature experience, knowledge, 
and grace. Too quickly, and much too con- 
veniently, forget the frequent heartbreak- 
ing gropings our own childhood. 

But, what much worse, fail recog- 
nize that the child father the man that 
this child, his formative years and subject 
omnipresent influences for good evil, 
potential saint sinner. Cardinal Gibbons 
once poignantly wrote, “Give the boy 
train, and care not for the rest the world, 
for the boy today will the rest the 
world tomorrow.” This great prelate would 
among the first severely censure those un- 
witting adult souls who condescendingly re- 
mark, “They’re just kids.” 

Volumes have been written about the edu- 
cation and training children. Any library 
will offer innumerable shelves, even stacks, 
literature every imaginable phase juve- 
nile phenomena. The problems youth, par- 
ticularly the onerous struggle adolescence, 
have not escaped the searching analysis 
prelates and priests, psychologists and psy- 
chiatrists, parents and teachers, doctors, edu- 
the usual dabblers. All have 
spoken. The principles have been clearly de- 
fined. Yet the adolescent himself seldom has 
been called ypon testify his own behalf 
and divulge his living problems. The parent, 
priest, teacher may possess the personal 
cases individuals. But working principles 
and detailed applications direction could 
hardly promulgated the basis few 
experiences with subject variable 
human being. 

This deficiency, particularly Catholic 
circles, last has been recognized and 
remedied Urban Fleege, Ph.D. Dr. 
Fleege, educator himself, 
sought the key understanding modern ado- 
lescence going the adolescents them- 
selves 2000 them. This Marianist Brother 
worked seven years compile the personal 
diaries 2000 Catholic boys representing 
high schools from all sections the nation. 
Intimate information was obtained means 
extensive questionnaire, carefully con-

ditioned insure confidence, frankness, and 
individual secrecy. The brilliant study which 
resulted was submitted the Catholic Uni- 
versity America partial fulfillment the 
requirement for the author’s doctorate. Now 
the work has been published for popular con- 
sumption under the fitting title Self-Revela- 
tion the Adolescent Boy (Bruce, 1945). 
This truly “revealing” book should read 
every Catholic educator parent, priest, 
teacher. 

would, course, impossible dis- 
cuss the answers given all the questions 
which Dr. Fleege asked (214 them!). The 
book requires, and believe demands, personal 
consultation. Yet interesting, well 
startling, indicate some the findings ob- 
tained order show where and how re- 
sponsible educators have failed. should 
kept mind, however, that purposed em- 
phasis placed upon the negative and more 
unhappy discoveries order more sharply 
delineate this aspect failure. 

The conclusion Brother Urban’s investiga- 
tion inevitable and obvious. has been said 
before voices both within and outside the 
Church. This conclusion that the home 
the primary and fundamental educative agency 
and exercises the greatest influence upon the 
growing child. Church and school collaborate 
the child’s education, but neither can ever 
wholly supplant the natural 
awful) position parents the training 
the young. Yet the statistics gained from 
inquiry into the family and home environment 
among these 2000 Catholic boys are shockingly 
indicative parental neglect. 

The number broken homes among these 
youngsters totaled 17.1 per cent (the national 
average per cent). little less than 
per cent these young Catholics thought 
that religion was important factor 
their homes; about one half the boys said 
that there were prayers recited regularly 
their homes. Perhaps nothing more essential 
growing boy’s family life than confident 
relationship between himself and his father. 
Yet per-cent the boys accused their 
fathers being “cold and indifferent” toward 
them, least occasionally. Only little more 
than one half them felt that their fathers 
understood their difficulties; and 48.9 per cent 
said that they rarely discussed their difficulties 
and personal problems with their fathers! 

The correct function the school 
co-operate with parents preparing children 
for their temporal well their eternal 
future. But 40.6 per cent these boys stated 
that the school had not helped them toward 
settling their vocations life, and 30.8 per 


cent did not feel that all their teachers 
were interested them and their work. More 
than two thirds the boys did not think that 
their teachers understood their difficulties. 
Numerous questions and answers this same 
section will prove extremely interesting. 

The boys’ attitude toward religion is, 
part, equally disturbing. Nearly one fifth 
them did not find their religion course practi- 
cal, easy apply everyday life. And 
more than fifth the boys felt that re- 
ligion was not “joyful thing”! One eighth 
them professed dislike for going Con- 
fession and one tenth admitted they hardly 
ever went unless they were told. More than 
third admitted that “how learn ap- 
preciate the Mass” was one their problems. 
One out every four boys complained that 
their parish did not offer sufficient oppor- 
tunities for personally engaging Catholic 
Action activities. Those who thought their 
parishes didn’t provide sufficient social meet- 
ings for boys and girls totaled 56.1 per cent. 

More than third these adolescents ad- 
mitted being bothered loneliness, and for 
variety reasons. fourth them claimed 
dissatisfaction with their characters. Six out 
every ten these boys felt that life was 
too complicated understand what all 
about. Four out every ten admitted they 
worried easily and cited numerous causes, 
such studies, home conditions, family 
finances, vocation, and sin and temptation. 
Only per cent named the priest their 
source intimate counsel! naming their 
ideal hero, certain athlete ranked first, 
while Jesus Christ took third place! ex- 
pressing their innermost desires, money ranked 
first, material possessions for pleasure totaled 
second place eternal happiness and 
salvation was third highest their wishes! 

The boys were asked what was their “big- 
gest” personal problem worry that troubled 
them most. Heading the list was purity, named 
the number-one difficulty one out every 
five boys. one lad put it, biggest prob- 
lem life, and from what hear, the 
lives practically per cent the Catholic 
high school students, holy purity.” Dr. 
Fleege himself comments, “On other subject 
were the adolescents more vociferous and pro- 
fuse their comment than the question 
purity and sex.” 

One half the boys complained about 
insufficient explanation these matters; three 
out ten said they did not know what was 
sinful regard purity and what was not; 
more than four out ten asked for clearer 
rules. The tabulation “sources informa- 
tion sex” indicates shocking neglect 
this confessedly “biggest problem.” Ranking 
first (49.8 per cent) was “companions.” 
Second place went “books” (38.9 per 
and the third was “magazines” (32.3 per cent). 
“Priests” ranked fourth with 26.3 per cent 
and “the street” was named fifth (22.8 per 
cent). “Father” ranked ninth with 17.3 per 
cent. Unwholesome sources outweighed whole- 
some sources three one! 

These figures speak for themselves. And 
the detailed comments the boys only serve 
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emphasize the miserable failure that ap- 
parent this educational phase. The Freudian 
tradition education and psychology has 
falsely pointed sexual behavior the whole 
problem adolescence, well the whole 
life. truth only part the com- 
plete emergence from childhood maturity. 
Yet its significance and far-reaching influence 
should not lost sight. The fact that 
the adolescent’s “biggest” problem has received 
the “smallest” answer. 

The primary responsibility for imparting 
information and guidance these matters lies 
with the parents, who are naturally in- 
timate position know the gradual develop- 
ment their children and the consequent 
needs help and direction which arise. Un- 
fortunately this assistance matters relating 
purity either arrives too late (long after 
unwholesome sources and evil influences have 
inflicted lasting damage) what more 
usual this assistance not given all.

audiometer has made the rounds 

the school. Perhaps was the group-test- 
ing, phonograph type audiometer. This 
constructed along the lines ordinary 
phonograph which average forty 
headsets are attached. The records produce 
alternately man’s and woman’s voice 
speaking numbers. With each number, the 
voice recedes slighly until can longer 
heard. The forty children under test write 
what they hear columns prepared forms, 
with the receiver first over one ear, then over 
the other. Their hearing acuity either ear 
then measured according the last cor- 
rectly heard and recorded number. 

This audiometer popular where large 
numbers children must tested periodi- 
cally, within comparatively short period 
time. The phonograph audiometer also 
used extensively where two audiometers are 
available, the second the individual testing 
type. All children found defective with the 
“phono” audiometer should, possible, 
given follow-up test with the pure-tone in- 
strument before being referred for medical at- 
tention. This latter audiometer gives more 
accurate and comprehensive findings that 
produces, through single receiver, seven 
more pure tones various levels. The 
loudness these tones may controlled 
the operator who may draw chart 
“audiogram” showing the hearing threshold 
degrees loudness for each tone fre- 
quency. advantage the pure tone audiom- 
eter its ability bring light those 
hearing losses the higher range sound, 
well above speech, where doctors believe some

Here and there throughout the country, 
parochial schools are included public school 
surveys with the group-testing audiometer. 
However, where this not done more 
less regular intervals, and where only one 
type audiometer may purchased, small 
parochial school system would obtain highly 
satisfactory results from the individual test- 
ing audiometer, producing pure tones. Re- 
sulting audiograms, where needed, would 
assistance examining doctors. 

Only doctor should attempt interpret 
audiogram from the medical standpoint. 
From educational standpoint, the audio- 
gram may interpreted the teacher 
explanation classroom problems and their 
possible solution.

Thus, where hearing curve 
dips from normal almost normal the 
lower end the speech scale moderate 
severe degree the upper end, this victim 
defective hearing may hear the sound 
the voice without difficulty and still un- 
able interpret easily through loss some 
consonant sounds the words spoken.

Where needed medical care has 
been given, the hearing should watched 
through periodic tests. Where one test may re- 
veal normal hearing, the next test may reveal 
beginning deafness. annual tests all 
children given school system are out 
the question, then survey every second, 
even every third year would immeasurable 
good.

nations, certainly not the United 
States. One has but view the American 
scene its labor aspects wonder what 
education, science, and culture could 
secure economic justice, secure rule 
law instead strikes and violence, and 
secure respect for human rights and 
fundamental freedoms. 

The problem not sentimental, but 
real sense staggering. Everyone must 
work it, and contribute his mite 
real implementation. The real danger 
the present situation that the familiar 
generalities, shibboleths, and slogans about 
security, international understanding, 
peace, education, culture, and science, may 
taken realities—the realities 
magic and legerdemain.

Box [pops Jack-in-the-Box 
style]: Tell us, Brazil, what the setup they 
planned?

Now three more are 
admitted who had been neutral during the war: 
Sweden, Iceland, and Afghanistan. The Gen- 
eral Assembly the policy-making body.

The second important group the Security

Council, composed representative each 
the Big Five United States, Britain, Rus- 
sia, France, and China, together with six non- 
permanent members elected the As- 
sembly for two-year period. present, 
Netherlands, Mexico, Egypt, Poland, Australia, 
and Brazil are the nonpermanent members. 

Here, any matter threatening the peace 
any nation may brought and aired. Any act 
injustice aggression any nation can 
exposed the Council, and the recommend- 
ations the Council aren’t heeded, they may 
cut off the aggressor from all outside contacts 
with the rest the world, blockade com- 
pletely, and, last resort, call out the Inter- 
national Land, Sea, and Air Forces compel 
submit. 

Box: That’s fine! there’s 
International Police Force. What nation 
has charge that? Who supplies the soldiers, 
sailors, airmen, equipment? Where the train- 
ing done? Who command such 
powerful force? 

Let answer you. Briefly, the 
Chiefs-of-Staff the Big Five are manage 
jointly the International Police Force. The 
soldiers, sailors, avaitors, and equipment are 
its population and wealth. hasn’t been or- 
ganized yet, nor the place training nor the 
officers selected. But it’s going highly 
interesting watch developments. 

Let tell you about the third 
great agency the United Nations, the Eco- 
nomic and Social Council. This group com- 
posed representatives from each the Big 
Five and other nations not represented 
the Security Council. Its work eliminate 
the causes for war. Wars are caused eco- 
nomic and social factors arousing national 
jealousies, hatreds, and misunderstandings 
all kinds. This council, remove 
such frictions may prove the most effec- 
tive and important all the departments 
the United Nations. That’s what our repre- 
sentative this Council, John Winant, 
believes. 

CHAIRMAN: Thank you, France. And now 
word about the fourth top-ranking group 
the world International 
Court Justice. Russia, how about word 
from you? 

The International Court Justice 
composed world famous jurists who 
reside the Hague, Holland. They hear all 
disputes brought before them the nations 
the world and make decisions which the 
disputants must carry out. 

The United States would not join the Inter- 
national Court Justice under the League 
note that just few weeks ago President Tru- 
man announced the world that the United 
States Senate has finally agreed let the In- 
ternational Court Justice handle any dispute 
she may have with any other nation the 
world. That was history making decision. 
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CHAIRMAN: Thank you, Russia. 

Now let point out that the 
whole United Nations Organization co-ordi- 
nated the Secretariat, group persons 
selected the General Assembly keep all 
the governments all the nations the world 
informed about all the business transacted 
all the various branches the entire organ- 
ization. Trygve Lie Norway was selected 
the General Assembly head this all-im- 
portant central world agency. Look out for 
Trygve Lie. knows all the inside stories 
all the dealings all the nations the world. 
may prove the most powerful man 
the whole Organization uses his posi- 
tion wisely. 

Box [popping up, usual]: 
all this just paper yet? Has the General 
Assembly had meeting? 

STUDENT [rising from his desk piled with 
books and papers|: Yes, they met organize 
London last January. 

Box: Did they accomplish any- 
thing? 

STUDENT: You bet they did. They elected 
Paul-Henri Spaak Belgium the Presi- 
dent the General Assembly. Then they 
selected the six nonpermanent members the 
Security Council, and the whole council 
members went right out and got work 
some international disputes. 

Third, they elected Trygve Lie, Secretary 
General the Secretariat, and went right 
out and hired all the office force needed and 
began communicate with all the govern- 
ments the world. 

Fourth, the Assembly elected the non- 
permanent members the important Econo- 
mic and Social Council. Immediately they 
began poke around the world for any 
possible cause that might start war. 

Fifth, they set the International Court 
Justice. The United States represented 
our former Assistant Secretary 
State, Green Hackworth. 

Sixth: They appointed committee men 
find permanent home for the United 
Nations. yet none has been found, but 
Hunter College New York City, and 
gorgeous estate Lake Success, Long Island, 
and now the New York world’s fair grounds 
are serving temporary quarters until 
further decision made. 

Seventh: All the other commissions the 
United Nations have been set up; such as, the 
Atomic Energy Commission, Labor, Refugee, 
Trade, Health, etc. 

Eighth: They didn’t get the Trusteeship 
Council elected working yet. 

Box: Well, that’s lot work, 
but it’s all organizational. Didn’t they begin 
solve the world’s troubles yet? 

Yes, Russia and Iran had 
quarrel. Russia had stationed troops north- 
ern Iran, and that little country didn’t like it. 
she complained the Security Council. 
Russia had withdraw those troops finally, 
the public opinion the world was against 
her.

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cats presiding over assembly mice. 
But that’s case where mouse, Iran, made 
the cat back down. Hurrah! Any other cases 
come up?

Teach Effective Oral Expression

Should oral composition oral composi- 
tion? Definitely yes. Reciting, impersonating, 
orating are oral, but not oral composition. 
the beginning, these forms speech les- 
sons are easier the pupils than bona fide 
oral composition, and far easier the teach- 
er; but (we hope are not being smug say- 
ing it) the good teacher more intent upon 
her goal than upon easy going toward it. 

The goal speech lessons high school, 
believe, ability express ideas co- 
herently and attractively group within 
group. The demands most life situations 
that call for satisfactory speechmaking not 
permit the speaker retire desk 
write and memorize clever, not-so-clever 
“Reply Hayne.” She needs able 
concentrate her thoughts upon the ideas under 
discussion, secure the feeling that her 
stance, voice, poise are habitually good be- 
cause she has grown accustomed their 
practice the deft use her knife and 
fork. That feeling security acquired

any other habit is, practice; but reciting, 
matter how dramatic delightful, quite 
different thing from expressing one’s living, 
burgeoning ideas before audience. 

saw group freshmen girls give the 
entire school composite lecture Father 
Tabb and Joyce Kilmer without writing one 
word advance. course they were un- 
usually good freshmen; general the soph- 
omore class the best level for beginning 
this work. work. first there will appear 
all the familiar bugbears: nervous bodies and 
voices, pitifully inadequate vocabularies, slov- 
enly enunciation, too short pointless 
threadbare accounts, plus surreptitious en- 
deavors follow the old pattern writing- 
and-memorizing. 


Just Begin 


Detailed rules help. One the first class 
periods may spent practicing the rules with 
only opening and closing sentence between. 
this way the class gets certain facility 
with the mechanics that later the mind 
may busy itself with the content. set 
simple rules is: Walk the platform briskly, 
but don’t bolt. Face the audience and smile. 
Don’t begin until you and the audience have

that puts them ease. Don’t announce the 
speech: begin interesting way.

Never begin talk about person the en- 
cyclopedia does; the surest way lose 
the interest audience. Avoid 
hesitation inaccuracy here very notice- 
able; gives impression unfamiliarity 
with the subject matter and lessens the con- 


fidence audience. Make sure the cor- 
rect pronunciation names and practice them 
until they say themselves fluently. 

When finishing, sure that the farthest 
removed listener can hear clearly every word 


the final phrase. Don’t hurry! smile and 
unhurried inclination follow (not accom- 


pany) the closing sentence. Leave the platform 


quietly and with poise ease mat- 


ter how you feel. Remember that professional 


speakers, even great actors and actresses, 


don’t feel much ease they look. 


Writing 

many books are available with excellent 
suggestions for organizing speech that this 
step may passed here with just one re- 
mark: imperative that this organizing 
done orally. very brief outline (about five 
topics) may carried the platform; in- 
deed, holding both hands the waistline, 
many concert singers hold the words 
their songs, comfortable solution the 
problem “what with the hands.” 

Human nature being pretty much piece, 
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will well for the teacher have those 
outlines shown her before the speech and 
left her desk after. Some them will sur- 
prise her! Anything drastically more detailed 
than the permitted five-point plan should dis- 
qualify the speaker. But won’t the shy the 
lazy ones prefer disqualified? Maybe; 
but the quarter’s English grade shows 
wide hiatus because the missing speech, the 
lesson will learned, and others well 
the culprit. Perhaps the ancients had some- 
thing this sort mind when they said, 
“Knowledge maketh bloody entrance.” 

Though they must not written, the talks 
(there something more easeful calling 
them talks instead speeches) should 
practiced aloud least three times; helps 
the words are changed little each time 
case memory blanks. helps also the 
whole class gives attention during each set 
talks about two points, let say precise 
nouns and vivid adjectives the first time, then 
precise verbs and correct tenses the next time, 
then avoiding the overworked “this,” and 
“thing,” etc. 

method under discussion teaching students 
“think their feet”? Yes. Although does 
not supply brains ideas, removes barriers 
that used keep some our best students 
tongue tied when they really had something 
say. the end the first year, there 
marked improvement 
speech. course, even graduation time, 
not all your girls will able talk like 
congresswomen, but some will have 
and command which you will proud, and 
all will richer for the grueling experience. 
experience, incidentally, that gives 
them emotional and colorful subject 
about; and that, one them told 
me, half the fun going school. Adoles- 
cence, that avid for thrills and chills, has 
them here abundance: chills anticipatory, 
shivers experiential, thrills and horrors ret- 
rospect when finally they have come “take 
their stride,” and giving talk becomes 
only stimulating and satisfying item their 
youthful agenda. 


Results Expected 


one year, using one day week, each 
member class usually can come out 
for four talks. The listeners will not wasting 
time, especially they expect asked 
for criticism and given cerdit for it. good 
idea, that seems fit right here, have 
the speaker ask, “Are there any questions?” 
questions come, she knows that she has 
covered her ground pretty thoroughly 
that she was not interesting; and the criticism 
presently will show her which. The oppor- 
tunity question helps hold the listeners’ 
attention, and, somehow, the answering warms 
the atmosphere. also shows how the 
speaker’s careful preparation has supplied her 
with better-than-average vocabulary and 
clear idea what she was discussing. 

answer that begins with something like, 
“Oh, I’m sorry didn’t make that 
from the girl who naturally speaks that way 
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valuable little lesson one whose middle 
name Blunt. love hear the abrupt one 
using later. 

What helps most all seems the 
criticism, encouraging but sincere, de- 
tailed but appreciative. almost pathetic 
see the disappointment there not time 
for the criticism; frequently the students will 
ask for later, and admirable the way 
they prefer have their faults kindly men- 
tioned rather than receive undeserved praise 
—they know pretty well what they deserve. 

chart for criticisms may remain the 
board, or, space cannot spared, copy 
may each student’s possession. Here are 
the points which have been helpful us: 

Poise: Approach, beginning, eyes, hands 
and feet, finish. 

Voice: Loud enough? Too loud? Natural? 
Pleasant? Monotonous? 

Content: Interest, value, organization: be- 
ginning and end, proportion parts 
length and importance. 

Speech: Enunciation, pronunciation, vocab- 
ulary, grammar. Words that were particularly 
well handled; errors. 

Did sound memorized? The giveaways 


here are speed delivery, more complex sen- 
tence structure than young folk are accus- 
tomed use speaking, and false starts that 
repeat the words just spoken. They are 
easily recognized convince the listeners 
that memorizations not sound like talking. 

Watching for these points the other 
speakers perform, each listener developing 
consciousness and attention good speech. 
Somehow the youthful tendencies hyper- 
critical too sympathetic are soon ironed out 
into reasonably high sense values. 

This work does not require dramatic art 
teacher; can done any teacher Eng- 
lish who appreciates how much the students 
need ease speech, who not afraid 
called meany, willing bored ex- 
tinction good cause, and ready wait 
until next year see the fruits her painful 
planting and pruning, until the girls come 
back from contrasting themselves with other 
girls college say tardy but hearty, thank 
you. takes time, takes patience, takes 
drive; but even more important for the 
future our students dare say it? 
—than correct spelling!

that all she needed become truly pleasing 
God was make her mind it, and 
God would supply the light and the direction 
she needed His own way. 


The Providence God 


That would seem indicate that St. 
Scholastica wanted nothing else but the graces 
she needed see and the will God 
came her each moment. That all 
that anybody needs become great 
saint. When our Saviour taught the prayer 
which should include all for which ever 
need pray, made one the petitions 
That means us; are asking for the same 
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grace which St. Scholastica desired much: 
the grace the will God our life 
done heaven. You see how 
works, you not? When the only thing 
want our lives the will God, then, 
always recognize His will whatever 
comes into our life. You must noticed 
that the cloudburst which came such 
direct and effective answer St. Scholastica’s 
prayer seemed, the face things, the very 
opposite what St. Benedict might have 
wanted. But wasn’t, her brother found 
out three days later.

dial any state, its capital, population, state 
flower, and motto were indicated. This inspired 
with patriotic spirit make students 
love their country for its natural beauty 
well for its historical grandeur. 

With this thought, planned next year’s 
work begin with blackboard frieze stress- 
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ing the United States geographically rather 
than historically. There are various ways 
developing this project. One outlining 
with white poster paint border large 
shields, each shield representing group 
states, North Central States. the 
section studied let some pupil draw within 
the shield frame any outstanding fact such 
scenery, resources, products for which the 
locality noted. Circles and rectangles also 
make artistic designs for this type frieze. 

Another visual aid the posting the 
bulletin board many pictures possible 
relating the unit. Some may from maga- 
zines, especially the Geographic, 
others from calendars and railroad advertise- 
ments. The interest and co-operation pupils 
are stimulated and increased when the pupils 
themselves seek additions this material. 

Filling these illustrations according units 
likewise simplifies the matter keeping the 
bulletin board date. These illustrations 
are little value teaching device unless 
the students can associate them with the 
present lesson. Large brown portfolios and 
Manila folders make excellent containers for 
pictures one does not have steel file. 

Maps also rank high among the graphic de- 
vices. had blank map the United States 
which the pupils filled from memory 
each state was studied. This, like the frieze, 
was the process development until the 
end the school term, and anyone visiting 
the classroom could see glance what 
had accomplished and what was yet 
done. Besides this, used daily our standard 
physical-political wall map the United 
States for presentation work, drill, and cor- 
rection errors. 

Product maps various and 
flour, crayon, water color, black and white 
outline, etc., furnish enjoyable homework es- 
pecially for those not gifted compre- 
hending their textbooks but who enjoy work- 
ing with their hands. 

Posters and booklets can made both 
home and school. The former may often 
pictures cut from advertisements and pasted 
small sheets colored construction paper 
with explanatory lettering. The cover for the 
booklets similar the posters, with 
contents ordinary looseleaf paper. en- 
tire class committee can make one book- 
let together. Assign each child page upon 
which write illustrate his topic. 
several occasions display projects can 
held and teachers from other classes in- 
vited judge them for first, second, and 
third prizes. 

The map drills which few minutes 
the beginning class periods can devoted 
may alternated with two other kinds 
drill, such the showing flash cards 
which are written the names important 
places. each child shown card, 
asked give least one complete sentence 
about the word: Others can permitted 
add any details which have been omitted. 
Lively competition between boys and girls, 
rows, groups may developed with these 
cards. 
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Another helpful drill the spelling game, 
aid mastering the difficult words the 
unit. The words may presented from the 
board and then dictated for both oral and 
written work. This also lends itself com- 
petition. 

Quick daily drills this type help fix 
details without the drudgery repetition 
crammed into one two long sessions. They 
also develop accuracy and speed.

assign each committee state discuss 
thoroughly. Individuals were given important 
cities about which report.

Successful Film 


ENGLISH fable John Godfrey Saxe 
relates that six blind men Indostan, 
desirous knowledge, went see elephant 
learn about this animal direct ob- 
servation. Because each lacked vision, his sen- 
sory impressions were inadequate and his ideas 
elephant much distorted. The poet states 
“each man was partly right and all were the 
wrong.” Without yjsual experience effective 
learning did not take place. 

Today educational leaders and teachers are 
cognizant the importance sensory experi- 
ences the education children and are em- 
ploying some very effective tools learning, 
notably sound films, help children acquire 
knowledge and develop right attitudes toward 
every situation complex and changing 
world. 

Though films are expensive when cost re- 
garded, they are very inexpensive when their 
contribution good teaching considered. 
With limited funds for visual education, 
schools Dubuque, Iowa, are trying cut 
down the cost co-operating with each other. 
September, 1942, parochial schools 
Dubuqueland under the direction Rt. Rev. 
Msgr. Wolfe, archdiocesan superintend- 
ent schools, organized co-operative film 
library. Fifty teaching films were secured 
rent-owner basis jointly, and four five 
these were released the member schools bi- 
weekly throughout the year. Each school pur- 
chased its own projector and screen. 

One year later, through the efforts Msgr. 
Wolfe and Acting Superintendent Merrill 
the public schools, joint film library co-op- 
erative was established, both public and paro- 
chial schools the city becoming members. 
that time the parochial film library was 
combined with that the public schools. 


How Co-operation Works

the field audio-visual education were called 
upon give actual classroom demonstrations.

The co-ordinator 
then compiles school film schedule which 
given the principal for approval. Request 
forms then are made out and sent the direc- 
tor. The co-ordinator responsible also for 
getting the films and returning them promptly 
the library that other members may not 
deprived the use the ‘films their 
planned programs. 

The individual teachers aim use the films 
connection with special unit study for 
which the class prepared through use the 
texts and reference works, that complete 
mastery over the unit each level learning 
may attained. 
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When problems arise regarding the dispens- 
ing return films, when regulations 
referring film use are not understood, 
meeting the co-ordinators called and their 
opinions solicited the superintendents and 
director, special bulletins are issued. 


The Results 


present schools are participating 
the co-operative, per cent more are Cath- 
olic and the others are public. About 180 films 
are available for their use minimum cost. 
The weekly clearance films about 100. 
account the present prints the library 
very few conflicts occur, that with little 
variance each membership school receives the 
films requsitioned each week. 

The library growing. Dubuque civic or- 
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ganizations now are realizing the value films 
educating youth and are contributing the 
library. Citing one example, the Elks Club has 
purchased and donated excellent films for 
teaching citizenship and vocational guidance. 
Then, too, parent-teachers associations have 
given some financial aid schools for the 
purchasing projectors and screens. When 
public opinion backs the schools 
efforts extend visual education more money 
will available for films and other visual 
aids.

Project for Grades and 


Spiritual Works Mercy Action 


Teachers religion recognize the value 
specific application subject matter for 
the purpose strengthening the perception 
religious truths child’s mind. Only 
when idea has been associated with ex- 
perience satisfactorily complete the truths 
_of religion promise control future conduct. 
effort emphasize the Spiritual Works 
Mercy through experience, project, 
described below, was planned. 

The project was carried out fifth- and 
sixth-grade pupils. The work extended over 
period several months order that the 
good effected might the more permanent. 
There were three main features the project: 
first, the spiritual aid club, then the contest 
practice chart, and, finally, the individual 
picture books the form scrapbook, 
inches. 

The spiritual aid club was organized 
the outset. Some its meetings were in- 
formal; some followed parliamentary pro- 
cedure. The teacher appointed president 
who served “pep leader,” secretary, 
and treasurer who collected voluntary alms 
for the missions. The meetings were held 
monthly. 

The class consisting pupils was divided 
into seven groups corresponding the seven 
works mercy. Each group was given name 
one work mercy, and was headed 
chairman chosen that group. This chair- 
man became minor “pep leader” for his re- 
spective group, retaining his office for month. 
the next meeting another member each 
section became the new chairman vote 
the members his group. These chairmen 
were responsible for the keeping record 
the good works performed members 
their respective groups. These good works

were read aloud the chairmen the 
meetings. 

The class chose the Mother Mercy 
patron its club. The “Hail, Holy Queen” 
was accepted the official prayer re- 
cited daily, while the name, 
was adopted the membership name. Since 
the object the club was perform the 
spiritual works mercy, was necessary 
have Christ before them the great Ex- 
emplar. This was done through devices such 
dialogues taken from incidents Christ’s 
life, dramatizations, character puzzles, story- 
telling, quizzes, Scriptural quotations, games, 
and picture analysis. These features provided 
material for the monthly meetings. 

important activity the project was 
the collection variety pictures 
Christ and the saints. The pictures were 
posted the bulletin board and labeled 
illustrating particular work mercy. This 
practice served means keeping alive 
the spirit the project. 

The second motivating device the project 
was the practice contest chart entitled “The 
Spiritual Aid Club Contest Chart.” The entire 
class was divided into two groups, one named 
“Good Shepherd” and the other, “Mother 
Mercy.” Pictures the Good Shepherd and 
the Mother Mercy were placed the 
chart. Surrounding each picture was frame 
divided into spaces for the insertion colored 
stars. Below the pictures were spaces for the 
writing the practices performed the 
children. Every ten practices one side 
merited star for that respective side. The 
name the child was recorded the chart 
along with his practice, order that the 
pupil’s spelling and sentence errors might 
corrected. Practices containing error 
this kind had rewritten correctly before 
they could counted for merit. The captain 
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from the opposite side acted proofreader. 

The final feature this unit was the making 
picture scrapbook each pupil. Sheets 
Manila drawing paper, inches 18, 
were used. For the better handling each 
sheet, one inch the left and half inch 
the right side were turned under and 
pasted down. Pictures, articles, clippings, leaf- 
lets, poems, and short stories were collected. 
Catholic newspapers and magazines were 
searched for references the works mercy. 
Each child temporarily filed his collection 
brown paper envelopes. Worthy mention 
the interest that was stimulated the home 
the Catholic newspapers and magazines, for 
the parents helped the children their search 
for material. Various other kinds Catholic 
literature found its way into the homes also, 
since the pupils were allowed draw upon 
the general classroom supply. 

the process labeling and sorting, the 
children learned how organize subject 
matter. arranging pictures and references, 
they had useful lesson art. After the 
mounting was completed, the next step was the 
captioning and the writing original copied 
matter referring the pictures. Some the 
written matter was simple quotation form, 
some dialogue, some short sentences, and 
others playlet form. the case story 
about the picture, short application the 
child’s life was added. The teacher assisted 
revising the first copies. Then these were re- 
written the pupil, either good paper 
directly the scrapbook. some instances, 
decorative designs were used enhance the 
appearance the page. 

The order pages the completed scrap- 
book follows: the title page, “The Spiritual 
Works Mercy,” the list the works 
mercy, page presenting the picture the 
patron, “Mother Mercy,” page with 
picture Christ and added scriptural 
quotation, and page showing the procedure 
the first meeting our “Spiritual Aid 
Club.” Each work mercy was introduced 
with its respective title page. The pictures and 
other poems, songs, short stories, 
vening pages the scrapbook. The final sheet 
the book contained the quotation, “Blessed 
are the merciful, for they shall obtain mercy.” 
The various practices performed during the 
course this project well the quotations 
referring the different works mercy were 
enclosed envelope and pasted the in- 
side back cover. 

Through this project, hoped that 
the children were made more ready face 
the problems life and more willing 
generous service their neighbor.

The School Lunch Pro- 
gram wise measure for wider distribution 
farm products, especially those inevitable 
seasonable surplus. supplementary feeding pro- 
gram for the thousands ill-fed American citi- 
zens full accord with the social teaching 
the Catholic Church. 

“The School Lunch Program should not 
regarded paternalistic scheme interfere 
with the dietary habits American children. 
Those who speak the program this way 
disservice. The future the program depends 
upon intelligent understanding its relation 
the whole our agricultural stabilization 
policy.”

Without the help those who will afterward 
operate the schools surprising how well 
the architects do. many instances the public 
schools have better facilities because they con- 
sult their administrators and teachers. would 
fallacious say that better schoolhouse 
turns out better students. assists the teacher 
work up-to-date school just well- 
equipped operating room assists surgeon 
his operations. poor teacher good school- 
house would little avail, just poor 
suregon the best operating rooms would 
failure. But for few minutes imagine 
what good teacher does with the proper 
Those who criticize the so-called 
aids education being unnecessary the 
teaching profession are not teachers. They are 
outsiders the profession who still think that 
all the teachers need log and birch 
switch! 


Catholic Solution the Problem 


Our Catholic line authority should termi- 
nate the principal. Since our Catholic prin- 
cipals usually are kept very busy, seems the 
maintenance and operation school should 
delegated one the teachers under his 
care, responsible him and not someone out- 
side the school.

Writing 
boards need not more than inches 
height from chalkboard top molding. 

The wider use corkboard bulletin 
board area classrooms for the posting 
current material becoming popular.

Science Laboratories 


The number and kind science laboratories 
will determined the curriculum and the 
size the school. Where the school 
sufficient size warrant separate laboratories, 
general science, biology, physics, and chem- 
istry laboratories should provided the 
plan. 

The general science laboratory need not 
any larger than classroom. Regular class- 
room seats can used for the students. 
demonstration table equipped with sink, 
water, gas, and electricity should provided 
the front the room. blackboard behind 
the table essential for instruction. Adequate 
storage space should provided cabinets 
or, better still, small storeroom with shelv- 
ing should provided adjacent the room 
for the storage equipment and apparatus. 

Generous provision bulletin board space 
desirable. Outlets for visual education equip- 
ment are important and means darkening 
the room should considered. 

The biology laboratory should ‘sufficient 
size seat class two-pupil tables 
approximately feet size. The use 
four-pupil tables should discouraged be- 
cause when they are used half the pupils are 
facing the rear the room. The tables should 
equipped with gas outlets. 

science demonstration table equipped 
with sink, water, gas, and electricity should 
provided the front the room.
